Vienna, July 8.—Crowds of mourners 
today visited the chapel' of the Hofburg 
where the coffins containing the bodies 
of the Archduke Francis Ferdinand and 
the Duchess of Hohenberg law ip state. 
A continuous procession marched past 
the biera. 


Empereor Francis Joseph left the sub- 
urban palace o^ Schoenbrvmen early to- 
day for the Hofburg. 
As he 
passed 
through the streets thousands of people 
cheered him. 


Although the court chapel was not 
opened until 8 o'clock the crowds began 
to assemble outside before dawn and 
the line soon extended for a mile beyond 
the Hofburg. 


The bodies lay in silver coffiiïa orna- 
mented with gold. 
That of the arch- 
duke was decorated with gold bands and 
oak leave« while that of-the duchess was 
covered with lilies. They were on a low 
catafalque approached by two steps and 
'surrounded by tall candlesticks in which 
enormoiis wax candles burned.. 


More candles burned in silver giran- 
doles, 
placed at 
each corner. 
Life 
guards formed a guard of honor. 
In 
front of the coffin reposed t.wo wreaths 
sinall white roses on a background of 
palms and large'inecriptiori "Sofie, Max,

Traction Company Reluctant 
to Run Lewis Street Cars 
to City Limits. 


The people of the far east end of the 
city limits are growing in impatience 
at the delay of the Fort Wayne and 
Northern Indiana Traction company to 
extend the service of its city cars to 
the city limits on the Lewis street line 
and they are likely to become more im- 
patient before they get the service. The 
street car company does not want to es- 
tablish this service and gives as a rea- 
son that to do so it must use the 
tracks of the Ohio Electric line from 
the junction of Chestnut and Warren 
streets, where the Lewis street city Jine 
terminates, on to the city limits and for 
such use of the Ohio company's tracks 
will have to pay a rental of ten cents a 
round trip for each 
car. 
The Fort 
Wayne and Northern Indiana company 
is paid 2y2 cents for each passenger 
brought down into the city over the 
city lines by the Ohio company's cars. 
This gives a one-hour service for the 
far east e^d and the local traction com- 
pany ge1^ half of a regular fare without 
trouble or expense, for the interurban 
cars run regardless of city passengers, 
and all such urban traffic as the Ohio 
line does is just about net gain to the 
Fort Wayne lines.

In each of the three hig political party camps one can 
.i^lready see the hui-ry of preparation and planning that

^•gprize. We are told that practically all the top-notch 
jfepeakers of the three parties are to be heard in. Indiana 
during the weeks innnediately preceding the election, and 
that the political welkin is to be kept ringing pretty con- 
tinuously by the fervid oratory to be turned loose from 
the stump. 


Quite naturally the democrats are anxious to retain 
<3ontrol of the national house for the ensuing two years, 
and it is entirely reasonable that democracy ought to have 
full sway for at least the four years for which President 
Wilson, w^as elected. It should be given ample chance to 
*'make good." 
That it cannot do this with a divided 
'feongi^ess is plamy apparent, for it has often been exem- 
[plified in the case of former administrations. Unlike the 
jeituation as it affe<"ts the house, the political complexion 
of the senate caunot be changed by the results in Novem- 
ber. The upper bod}^ wiU continue democratic, and a loss 
of the house will mean a divided congress from which lit- 
tle can be expected in the way of definite legislative pro- 
- a m . Democracy is willing to accept the responsibility, 
and it should be made absolute. 


Throughout Mr. Wilson's incumbency of the presi- 
'dential office there has obtained in some quarters an im- 
pression that he was the uncompromising foe of wealth, 
and that big industrial and connnercial interests need ex- 
pect no consideration from hun. 
Happily the business 
men of the coimtry are coming to understand the presi- 
dent better. The visit of Mr. Morgan to the white house 
ibr a discussion of general business conditions, to be fol- 
lowed soon by similar discussions with Henry Ford and 
others prominent in the business and industrial world, 
should serve to make it clear that the president is not the 
foe of any legitimate enterprise, and that he is disposed to 
give every man a fair hearing.

COVETS RIDE ON HEARSE. 


Kanaas City Man Fined for Obstructing 
Funeral. 


Kanaas Oity, Mo., July 3.—^Benjiunin 
Myers, 50 years old, employed by the 
Kansas City 
Terminal 
company, was 
fined $10 in the south side municipal 
court for delaying a funeral procession 
on Grand avenue.

From the ethic, esthetic, etiquetic and 
ecstatic points of view, how long is a 
kiss ? 


The maximum permissible longitude of 
osculation is, upon the most high au- 
thority of the Cliicago movie censors, 
one yard! 
After three feet of kiss-, they 
hold, the osculent action ceases to be a 
true kiss, and becomes an inexcusable 
impropriety. 


Their decision to cut the kisses short 
at the three-foot of film limit in all films 
presented to them has aroused a storm 
of protest. 
Persons throughout the na- 
tion are argtiing the case, and the kiss 
question threatens to eclipse the Mexican 
situation in the public eye. 


In the first place, the original censor, 
Anthony Kumquat, holds that no kissing 
is proper. 
He says that the Chicago 
movie censors have committed a great 
breach of true censorship by admitting 
that it is proper to kiss at all. 


A Chicago authority on good manners 
was visited by a reporter and asked 
what would be proper if kissing was 
prohibited. 


In his efdquet'laboratory the author- 
ity had several substitute poses for 
kissing. 


He showed first the kiss-filter—a small 
silver-framed net of antiseptic material 
which is worn by the lady, like a lorg- 
nette, and inserted between two pairs 
of approaching lips in time to avoid 
actual contact. The use of the kiss-filter 
is spreading rapidly. 
It is now worn 
by most actresses, and army officers' 
wives, and with the vogue of the kiss 


tango will probably become as essential 
to the toilet as is the powder puff. 


Those who believe that the interven- 
tion of a mechanical contrivance spoils 
the true ecstatic soulfulness of the kiss 
are adopting the digital kiss. 
This is 
performed like the thrown kiss, but one 
finger only is used instead of the whole 
hand. 
The effect of the use of one 
finger is much superior, it is held, 
delicateness. 


Others have adopted 
the 
chin-kiss. 
This is considered much superior to nose- 
rubbing, which the Chicago movie cen- 
sors advocate as a substitute for kissing. 
Nose-rubbing is in use among many sav- 
age tribes, but is not popular among oc- 
cidental peoples. The chin-kiss, however, 
is a very successful substitute, except in 
eases where Van Dyke beards are worn.

WTien the baby gets diarrhoea, stop 
all food and give a dose of castor oil. 
Instead of milk or any other food, give 
the baby barley water. If not better at 
the end of twenty-four hours, call a doc- 
tor. If you can not afford a doctor, call 
on the city health department.

an excellent formula for making barley 
water: 
To two tablespoonfuls of barley

A well baby must have at least one 
tub bath every day. 
The water for an 
ordinary bath should be about 
body 
temperature, two degrees higher.^ Use a 
thermometer (if you have one); don't 
depend on the hand to determine the 
temperature. 
On very warm days a 
baby should be sponged two or three 
times with luke-warm water in which 
salt is dissolved in proportion of a tea- 
spoonful to each pint; or a little alcohol 
(not wood alcohol) may be used instead 
of the salt. 
Always give the bath be- 
fore feeding—never immediately after. 
Use special care to cleansa the body 
creases, especially after bowel 
move- 
ments. 
Dry thoroughly, and if talcum 
powder be used, use only the best and 
imscented. 
Don't let your baby crawl 
on a dirty floor. Wash its hands after 
creeping.

Babies cry— 
Because they are tired lying on one 
side and they are unable to turn over. 
Turn the baby once in a while. 


Because their diapers are wet or soiled 
and therefore uncomfortable. 


Because they are thirsty. Babies must 
have water (boiled and cooled, but not 
iced) to drink. 


Because they are too warm and pos- 
sibly Irritated by "prickly" heat. 


Because they are sleepy and wish to 
lie down and be let alone. 


Because the air of the room is foul 
and smelly. Babies require lots of freah 
air. 


Because their clothes are too tight, or 
perhaps a pin is sticking them. 


Because crying is the only way they 
know to tell you sometbinrr is wrong 
with them. 


Of course, babies cry when in pain, 
but you should find out if it is not some 
of the above stated causes before de- 
ciding that it is pain whiteh is causing 
the crying. 


Above all else, get tlie notion out of 
your head that every time the baby 
cries it is hungry.

A eulogistic statement in regard to 
the services of Mr. Denison was later 
issued by the Japanese foreign office. 
In it he was hailed as one of the great- 
est bcnefact-ors of Japan. 
It concluded: 
"The whole Japanese nation joins in the 
sentiment of thankfulness and indebted- 
ness for the distinguished services of 
Mr. Denison and in the expression of 
sorrow at his departure." 


H^nry Willard Denison was bom 
at 
Guildhall, Vt., May 1, 184G, and studied 
law at the Columbian (now the George 
^^^ashington) university. 
His first con- 
nection Avith Japan was 
as 
American 
vice consul at Yokohama. 
Later he was 
appointed by the Japanese government 
legal adviser to the ministry of foreign 
affairs and his advice was asked by the 
Japanese government in connection with 
everjr phase of its diplomatic relations 
with foreign countries. 
He was highly 
regarded by all the foi-eign ministers 
under Avhom he served and by the Jap- 
anese nation in general.

S. F. Bennett and tAVO women who were 
later identified as Mrs. Flossie Bennett, 
17 years old, Bennett's wife, a.nd her 
mother, Mrs. Mattie Tolbert, were found 
in a swamp at East Point, a suburb 
of Atlanta, early today.

For thirty-eight years, 
with a brief interregnum, he represented 
Birmingham in parliament. 
In 1906 his 
career of stormy activities was ended 
by a stroke 
of paralysis. 
The blow 
fell when he was in 
the . midst of a 
strenuous campaign for the 
establish- 
ment of a protective tariff with pre- 
ference for the British colonies, and just 
after 
his constituents 
had 
celebrated 
the 
thirtieth anniversary of his first 
election. 


Since that 
day 
the strong 
fighter 
had been 
an invalid, 
a pathetic 
on- 
looked at the political game, pictured 
always with his loyal wife, the daugh- 
ter of W. C. Endicott of Massachusetts, 
who was President Cleveland's Secretary 
of War, beside him. His chief consol- 
ations 
were 
the 
growing 
political 
prominence of his son Austen 
Cham- 
berlain, and the loyalty of his constit- 
uents. Birmingham 
would not 
depose 
her leader, although he was no longer 
able J;o represent her upon the floor of 
the house of commons. 
In each elec- 
tion he was returned to his old seat, and 
appeared afterward in the house but 
once, where, amid respectful silence, he 
made hia way to the speaker's desk on 
the arms of his son and took the oath 
of office. 
January 5, 1913, Mr. Cham- 
berlain write to his consituents, resign- 
ing his seat, saying; 


"I cannot hope again to do my work 
in parliament, and I feel that our city 
and the constituency need the services 
of. a younger man." 


While his great 
claim to fame was 
his determined and brilliant advocacy 
for years of 
protective 
policy for 
Great Britain, the citadel of free trade, 
he will also be remembered as the bit- 
terest and m'ost forceful opponent of 
Gladstone in that stateman's efforts for 
home rule for Ireland; as one of the 
founders of the LibVal-Unionist party, 
and as ^ the minister whose policy m 
South Africa involved his country in 
the greatest war it had 
experiencied 
since the Crimean conflict, but blotted 
out the two Boer republics and made 
South Africa "all red."

The Lesson in Life. 


(By Amos E. WeUs, Litt. D., LL.D.) 
They 
had 
their 
labor 
question, 
it 
seems, in ancient Palestine as well as in 
modern America. 
Christ's labor parables 
might have been spoken before a labor 
union today. 
Indeed, labor union 
lead- 
ers often refer to 
Christ as the 
first 
agitator for the rights of labor, and in 
the same breath r a n t against t h e church 
for not following his example. 


Now observe om- parable. 
The owner 
of the vineyard early 
in the 
morning 
hired 
some laborers a t 
about $1.50 
a 
day. 
At 9 o'clock he took on some more, 
agreeing to pay them "what waa right." 
A t noon and at 3 o'clock in the after- 
noon he did the same, and even added 
some 
to his 
force of 
workmen 
a t 
5 
o'clock, only an hour before closing. 
A t 
6 o'clock he paid 
them all, and 
gave 
every man $1.50. 


Then arose the labor question. 
Enter 
the 
walking 
delegate. 
Said 
the 
men 
hired a t 6 a. m.: 
"The last you hired 
have worked only an hour, and you give 
them 
$1.50. 
We 
have 
worked 
twelve 
hours, and ougbt to get much more." 
So 
said they all. 
In 1914 there would have 
been a strike, a boycott, a 
blacklisting 
of that employer. 
For he simply asked, 
"Did I not agree to pay you $1.50? 
And 
if T choose to pay these others the same, 
thoiigh t h e r have worked a shorter time, 
have I not a right to do what I wish 
with my own money? 
Having been just, 
may I not also be generous?" 


There you have the 
essence of 
the 
labor problem, as fresh and vital in those 
nineteen-century-old 
words 
as 
in 
the 
writings 
of 
Bouck 
W h i t e 
or 
Samuel 
Gompers. 
There you have, on the one 
hand, the blind 
insistence upon 
arith- 
metical equality which has been the mis- 
chief of labor unions (I believe in labor 
unions nevertheless); 
and on the 
other 
hand the spontaneous human brotherhood 
and large-hearted sympathy which is the 
Christian ideal for the employer, though, 
alas! he seldom attains to it in prac- 
tice. 


Says the 
walking delegate: 
"Every 
man 
a t work 
on 
the same 
job 
must 
liave the same pay, though one lifts ten 
thousand shovelfuls and another t w e n t y 
thousand. 
Every man m u s t work eight 
hours 
a 
day 
and no more; 
or, if 
he 
works overtime, he m u s t be paid for the 
overtime at a higher rate." 
Says Christ: 
"Every 
m a n 
m u s t 
have 
a 
chance 
to 
work. 
Every worker must have a living 
wage. 
The rrdation between 
employer 
and emjiloye m u s t not be reduce(]t t« the 
plane of mechanical arithmetic, b u t 
m u s t 
be raised 
to the level 
of 
brotherhood. 
There must be room in t h a t relationship 
for generosity on both sides, for over- 
time and overpay. 
And each m\ist t r u s t 
the other." 
All of t h a t is in this in- 
tensely modern parable of the vineyard. 


How far we are from Christ's ideal for 
labor and 
capital 
the 
miners' war 
in 
Colorado bears 
witness, and the 
terri- 
ble scenes in Lawrence, Mass., and 
all 
the 
other labor 
struggles 
t h a t 
have 
Tiroved our civilization 
so 
imperfectly 
Christian. 
Police, 
militia, 
national 
troops, pistol 
shots, 
rifle shots, 
dyna- 
mite e.Kplosiona, hangings 
and 
electro- 
cutions—these are our present-day con- 
tinuations 
of t h a t dispute over 
wages 
in the Palestinian vinevard! 
This is the 
Christian progress 
of nineteen 
hundred 
years!

ChrlBt's 
reply to Peter is this parable of the la- 
borers, which 
condemns 
his 
mercenary 
spirit. 


Bishop Joseph F. Berry, in one of his 
addresses 
before the W y o m i n g 
confer- 
ence, recently held at Binghamton, 
N. 
Y., began by saying: 
"Will it p a y ? 
Is 
there anything in it for us? 
This is the 
cr^-^ of 
commercialism, 
of 
politics, 
of 
many governments and of some churches. 
W e should ask a diflferent question—^Is 
it right? 
Will it help others? 
Will it 
please h i m ? " 


There is a wide difference between a 
holy and an unholy ambition. 
Salvation 
is a free gift, and we should t r u s t our 
heavenly Father 
to administer our re- 
wards according to his divine will 
and 
purpose. 
To seek selfishly a f t e r places 
and positions in Christ's kingdom is to 
becorne a mere hireling instead of a self- 
sacriiicing follower of t h e Master. 
W e 
should t r u s t the Lord of the vineyard to 
do the best for us according to our merit 
and devotion. 
Our position m a y be the 
humblest, the most unpleasant and low- 
ly, but, as he has called us and assigned 
lis to certain places in t h e vineyard, he 
will attend to our honor, r a n k and hap- 
piness. 
Rather t h a n manifesting a mur- 
muring spirit, we should in honor prefer 
one another. 


Selfish seeking engenders pride, envy, 
covetousness 
and 
often 
ends 
in 
final 
downfall. 
Christ's humiliation and suf- 
fering were the highest t y p e of 
serrice 
for mankind. 
So our sympathy, kind- 
ness and helpfulness should lead us to 
work for others in the best way. 
W e 
should not be like the elder brother, who 
became 
jealous 
because 
so much 
was 
made of the prodigaL 
W e are all mem- 
bers of the body of Christ. 
"The eye 
can not say to the hand, 'I have no need 
of you,' nor can the head say to 
the 
feet, 'I have no need of you,' " any more 
than the steeple of the church can say 
to the foundation, "I have no need of 
you." 
The great Householder has 
as- 
signed each laborer to his special work 
and position, and all 
are cherished 
by 
him. 


Are you working for t h e glory of a 
particular 
denomination, 
or chuixh, or 
personality? 
Then you m a y be last in 
the j^rocession of heroes. 
Is your devo- 
tion guarded by humility, or is it cloud- 
ed by pride ? 
The harvest trulv is great, 
but the wholly consecrated laborers are 
few. 


An Indian who was a candidate for 
the ministry and was asked before the 
Presbytery 
the 
important 
question, 
" W h a t 
is original sin?" answered 
t h a t 
he didn't know what other people's might 
be, but he rather thought t h a t his was 
laziness. 
There 
are m a n y 
who 
could 
t r u t h f u l l y give the same reply regarding 
religious activities. 


I t is said t h a t 
an empty 
heart, 
an 
empty 
hand 
and 
an 
unoccupied 
brain 
killed 
Napoleon. 
Are there not 
m a n y 
followers 'of 
the Master 
slowly 
dying 
of the disease called "nothing to do?" 
A clergj'man was once told by his phy- 
sician t h a t 
he 
m u s t quit work 
if 
he 
would live. 
He asked, "How long can I 
liTe without 
work?" 
"Six 
or 
seven 
years, doubtless," was the reply. 
"How 
long can I live with w o r k ? " 
"Not more 
than two or three years." 
"Well, then," 
said he, "give me three years of 
work 
instead of six years of idleness." 


The redeemed who 
are 
before 
the 
throne of God serve him night and day 
in his 
temple; 
angels are ceaseless in 
their ministry. 
Therefore, we should go 
to work today in his vineyard; 
tomor- 
row m a y n o t be ours.

a 
world leader in the interchange of pro- 
ducts among its own people, the United 
States foreign trade is far short of its 
immediate 
possibilities. 
Such is 
the 
conclusion of officials of the department 
of commerce after a study of the sta- 
tistical abstract of the United 
States 
for 1918, made public today. 
American 
home trade at present is estimated at 
about $40,000,000,000, which is equal to 
the 
international 
exchanges 
of 
the 
world and approximately ten times the 
value 
of its own foreign trade, 
now 
valued at $4,000,000,000. 


The abstract shows that the present 
American export trade of $2,500,000,000 
represents about $25 per capita. 
A per 
capita basis equal to that of Argentina, 
it says, would raise American 
export 
power to $5,000,000,000 and one equal 
to that of Belgium would bring exports 
to $10,000,000,000 a year, while its ag- 
gregate foreign trade, when upon a per 
capita basis as large as Canada's would 
be considerably 
over 
$13,000,000,000. 


The United States commercial- power 
and its strong international power i.s 
further emphasized in the abstract. 
It 
shows that the United States with 258,- 
000 miles 
of 
railway, 
possesses 
one- 
third of the world's total. 
It leads -^n 
the mileage of its telegraph lines, per- 
forms 
more 
than 
one-third 
of 
the 
world's mail service on its own routes 
while its public debt of $1,000,000,000 
is less than that of Italy, Austria-Hun- 
gary, Spain, Grermany, Australia, Japan 
Great Britain and is less than one-sixth 
that of France and one-fourth that of 
Russia. 


While there have been frequent tem- 
porary recessions in the course of Amer- 
ican commerce, yet the tendency as ever 
has been upward. 
From 1890 to 1901, 
American foreign trade grew from $1,- 
500,000,000 to $2,250,000,000, an increase 
of fifty per cent, while 1902 to 1913, it 
increased from 
$2,250,000,000 
to $4,- 
250,000,000, a net gain of ninety 
per 
cent. 


In the period since 1870 farm 
pro- 
ducts rose in value from $2,000,000,000 
to $10,000,000,000 a year. 
The coal out-

Thirteen 
prisoners, if the governor acts favor-

The Battle Over the House. 


In each of the throe big political party camps one can 


Already see the hurry of preparation and planning that 
'forecasts the liveliest sort of a battle iti the coming cam- 
ipaign, with the national house of representatives as the 
'jprize. We are told that practically all the top-notch 
^speakers of the three parties are to be heard in Indiana 
Curing the weeks immediately preceding the election, and 
'that the political welkin is to be kept ringing pretty con- 
tinuously by the fervid oratory to be turned loose from 
the stump. 


Quite naturally the democrats are anxious to retain 


control of the national house for the ensuing two years, 
and it is entirely reasonable that democracy ought to have 
"full sway for at least the four years for which President 
Wilson was elected. It should be given ample chance to 
"make good/' 
That it cannot do this with a divided 


congress is plainy apparent, for it has often been exem- 
plified in the case of former administrations. Unlike the 
(situation as it af'IVMs the house, the political complexion 
of the senate cannut be changed by the results in Novem- 
ber. The upper body will continue democratic, and a loss 
of the house will mean a divided congress from which lit- 
tle can be expected in the way of definite legislative pro- 
gram. Democracy is willing to accept the responsibility, 
and it should be made absolute. 


Throughout Mr. Wilson's incumbency of the presi- 


dential office there has obtained in some quarters an im- 
pression that he was the uncompromising foe of wealth, 
end that big industrial and commercial interests need ex- 
pect no consideration from him. Happily the business 
men of the country are coming to understand the presi- 
dent better. The visit of Mr. Morgan to the white house 
for a discussion of general business conditions, to be fol- 
lowed soon by similar discussions with Henry Ford and 
others prominent in the business and industrial world, 
should serve to make it clear that the president is not the 
foe of any legitimate enterprise, and that he is disposed to 
give every man a fair hearing. 
Mr. Morgan may have 


feared that the White House walls were about to"topple 
T4pon him as he entered, but there was really no occasion 
for alarm. 


Meanwhile, it would be interesting to know definitely 


whether there is still serious prospect of those Mexican 
factions patching up their differences or whether the 
"recess" of that mediation conference is merely a clever 
device to enable the diplomats to gracefully get out from 
under a very difficult .job that had all the earmarks of be- 
ing both hopeless and thankless. 


The supreme court has just upheld the validity of the 


Indiana vocational education law on an appeal from 
[Fountain county. Its effect is that those counties which 
have rebelled against improvement in the schools because 
it costs money will be compelled to give their young peo- 
ple better educational advantages whether they want to 
do it or not. 


Even before the decision in t le plea of eastern rail- 


roads for permission to increase freight rates 5 per cent 
is announced comes the news that roads west of the Mis- 
sissippi will soon petition for a 10 per cent, advance in 
charges for freight transportation. The western lines are 
plainly planning to ask while the asking is good. 


You cannot, of course, absolutely control the conduct

SUNDAY, JULY 5, 1914. 


Topic, "The Laborers in the Vineyard" 


—Matt. 20:1-10. 


Golden text. "He rnaketh his eun to 


rise on the evil anil the good, and seml- 
eth rain on the just tind the unjust"— 
Matt. 5:45. 


The Lesson in Life. 


(By Amos R. Wells. Liu. U. LL.D.) 
They had their 
labor 
question, 
it 


seems, in uneient Palestine as well as in 
modern America. Christ's labor juirables 
might have been spoken before a labor 
union today. 
Indeed, labor union lead- 


ers often refer to Christ as the first 
agitator for the rights of labor, and in 
the same breath rant against the church 
(or not following his example. 


Now observe our parable. 
The owner 


of the vineyard early in the morning 
hired some laborers at about $1.50 a 
day. At » o'clock he took on some more, 
agreeing to pay them "what was right." 
At noon and at 3 o'clock in the after- 
noon he did the same, and even added 
some to his force of workmen at 
5 


o'clock, only an hour before closing. At 
6 o'clock he paid them all, and gave 
every msn $1.50. 


Then arose the labor question. 
Enter 


the walking delegate. 
Said the men 


hired at fl a. in.: 
''The last you hired 


have worked only an hour, and you give 
them $1.60. 
\\V have worked twelve 


hours, and ought to get murli more." Po 
said they all. In 1914 there would have 
teen a strike, n boycott, a blacklisting 
of that employer. For he simply asked. 
•'Did T not agree to pay you $1.50? And 
if I choose to pity these others the same, 
though they have worked a shorter time, 
have I not a right to do what I wish 
with my own money ? Having been just, 
may T not also be generous?" 


There you have the essence of the 


labor problem, as fresh and vital in those 
ninctecn-ci'iiturr-oM 
words 
us in the. 


writings of Buuck White or 
Samuel 


Gomperp. 
There you have, on the one 


hand, the blind insistence upon arith- 
metical equality which has been tiie mis- 
chief of laljor unions (I believe in labor 
unions nevertheless); and on the other 
hand the spontaneous human brotherhood 
and large-hearted sympathy which is the 
Christian ideal for the employer, though, 
alas! he seldom attains to it in prac- 
tice. 


Says the walking delegate: 
"Every 


man at work on the same .job must 
have the same. p»v, though one lifts ten 
thousand shovelfuls and another twenty 
thousand. Every man must work eight 
hours a dny and no more; or, if ho 
works overtime, he must be paid for the 
overtime at a higher rate." Says Christ: 
"Every man must have a chance to 
work. Every worker must have a living 
wage. The relation between employer 
and employ must not be reduced to the 
plane of mechanical arithmetic, but must 
be rained t.o the level of brotherhood. 
There must be room in that relationship 
for generosity on both sides, for over- 
time nnd overpay. And e«rh must trust 
the other." 
All of that is in this in- 


tensely modern parable of the vineyard. 


!To\v far we are from Christ's ideal for 


labor and capital ihe miners' war in 
Colorado bears witness, and the terri- 
ble scenes in Lawrence, Mass.. and all 
the other labor struggles 
that 
have 


proved our civilization so imperfectly 
Christian. 
Police, 
militia. 
national 


troops, pistol shots, rifle shots, dyna- 
mite explosions, hangings nnd electro- 
ciiHoti}—these are our present-day con- 
tinuations of that dispute over wages 
in the Palestinian v'ineya.rd! This is the 
Christian progress of nineteen hundred 
yea rs!
